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Among Children 


The number of children infected with tubercle 
bacilli has been greatly reduced in many parts of 
this country. Stewart found the infection attack 
rate to be only about 1 per cent per year. Slater 
reported less than 10 per cent of grade school chil- 
dren in his district infected, and in one county he and 
Vadheim found that only 5.2 per cent of school 


children, including those in high school, were 
infected. 

That the number of infected children can be defi- 
nitely decreased has been demonstrated by Jordan. 
Tuberculin testing of school children in a given area 
about 10 years ago revealed that 14.1 per cent were 


infected. Recently, among children of the same area — 


only 6.75 per cent reacted. This reduced incidence 
followed the institution of a well organized program 
to control tuberculosis. In communities where 1 per 
cent or less of the population becomes infected with 
tubercle bacilli annually, it is obvious that the first 
infection occurs more frequently among adults than 
among children. Whenever the infection occurs it is 
met by the effective defense mechanism of the human 
body. The reaction on the part of the tissues is 
‘nonspecific. However, after the tissues become sens!- 
tized to tubercle protein, bacilli which are trans- 
planted from the original lesions or those which may 
be introduced from exogenous sources cause a specific 
reaction on the part of the tissues. This is when 


trouble may begin with reference to the development 


of clinical tuberculosis. 


As long as endogenous or exogenous reinfection 
does not occur, tuberculosis is an extremely benign 


disease. Therefore, lesions resulting from the pri- 


mary infection do not require treatment. Since this 
fact has been recognized there has ben a widespread 
movement to close preventoria and similar institu- 
tions formerly designed to treat children with only 
the first infection type of tuberculosis. One of the 
most recent institutions to be closed is the Blue 
Mound Preventorium in Wisconsin. This institution 
was established in 1906 when the Milwaukee Sentinel 
conducted a campaign to raise funds for it. In 1907 
this paper announced the purchase of an 11-acre 
farm for $8,000. In 1911 the financing of this insti- 
tution was turned over to the city of Milwaukee and 
in 1921 to the county, which was eligible to receive 
State aid. Since that time it has been operated as 
a preventorium. By closing the Blue Mound Pre- 
ventorium, the county sanatorium staff may be 
expanded and clinics established in districts where 
the disease is most prevalent. Thus, adults with con- 
tagious disease will be discovered, isolated and 


treated so that-a—_better environment for all children 


mav be created. 

The initiation of the movement to discontinue 
institutional treatment of children with only the first 
infection type of tuberculosis as well as its successful 
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operation has been due in no small part to the 
splendid researches and the fine contributions of Dr. 
C. A. Stewart—J. A. MEYERS, M.D., Ph.D., Pro- 
fessor of Medicine, Preventive Medicine and Public 
Health, University of Minnesota in the Journal- 
Lancet, May, 1941. 


MUSSEL QUARANTINE ORDER 


Following is the text of a State quarantine order 
relative to mussels, effective May 25, 1941 :— 

‘*A quarantine of all mussels from the ocean shore 
of California extending from the southern boundary 


of Los Angeles County north to the California- — 


Oregon boundary with the exception of the Bay of 
San Francisco, is hereby established. 


All health officers and food inspectors are hereby 
instructed to enforce the provisions of this quaran- 
tine and to prohibit the taking, sale or offering for 


sale, of mussels in or from the area specified above. 


This quarantine order shall be effective for the period 
of May 25, 1941, to September 30, 1941. 


Said action is taken for the preservation of the 
public health.”’—BERTRAM P. BROWN, M_D., 
Director of Public Health and Executive Secretary, 
State Board of Public Health. 


‘SHARK MUST BE SOLD AS SHARK 


In the April 19, 1941 issue of the Weekly Bulletin, 
it was indicated that shark meat may be sold under 


the name of grayfish, while, as a matter of fact, it 


ean bé sold under the name of shark only. It is 
true that there has been a considerable sale of this 
product under the name of grayfish, but the sale of 
this product under any name other than shark is not 
permissible and violators will be prosecuted. 


PSITTACOSIS REPORTED 


A suspected case of psittacosis in Long Beach was 
investigated. The patient had purchased a parrakeet, 
but had given it away about the time that he became 
ill. The bird was obtained for laboratory examina- 
tion and further laboratory studies are being made to 
establish diagnosis. 


Another case occurred in a patient 69 years old who 
was admitted to the hospital as a pneumonia patient. 
Laboratory tests established the fact that the patient 
had psittacosis. It was determined that he had a 
canary and the bird had died just before he became ill. 
A neighbor had shell parrakeets on an adjoining lot 
and the patient’s son raised carrier pigeons. A few 
of these birds had shown signs of illness and labora- 
torv investigations are still in progress. 


EDUCATIONAL QUALIFICATION OF PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSES 


Considerable time has been spent by members of 
the public health nursing staff during the past four 
months, in making a study of educational qualifica- 
tions of public health nurses employed in the State. 
Questionnaires requesting information on academic 
and professional preparation and experience were 
sent to all public health nurses for whom that infor- 


mation was not on file in this office. Information was 


received or was available for all but 75 of the 1,288 


public health nurses employed as of January 1, 1941.

RODENT SURVEY CONTINUED 


The rodent survey conducted by this bureau was 
continued during April in sections of Alameda, Con- 
tra Costa, Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Ventura, Kern, 
Santa Clara and San Benito counties. A total of 
more than 4,400 animals was collected and examined, 
and more than 25,000 fleas and more than 5,000 lice 
were collected and forwarded to the laboratory for 
examination. The rodent survey activities were cen- 
tered largely in areas adjacent to military camps, 
naval areas and flying fields. Preliminary surveys 
were made in several localities where military bases 
are about to be established. At the request of one 
commanding officer, two of the bureau’s units were 
detailed to a camp area, so as to provide for the con- 
trol of rodents before the arrival of many thousands 
of troops. 

Agricultural commissioners in eight counties of the 
State are assisting in the pursuit of rodent control 
activities in military and other areas. At the request 
of two health officers, rodent situations were investi- 
gated in the territory under their control.

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NURSES NEEDED FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


As a part of the National Defense Program, the 
United States Government months ago began prepara- 
tion to meet an anticipated need for an unusually 
large number of nurses, both in its military and eivil 
services. The United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion has announced open continuous examinations to 
secure nurses, but despite these examinations, there 
is a continuing acute shortage of nurses for the civil 
service positions. 


The shortage is particularly noticeable with Hibibint 


‘to some parts of the country. From some of the 


States, very few nurses apply for the civil service 
examinations. 


From all parts of the country, floods of inquiries 


are coming into Washington from women who ask 
how they can serve their country in the present emer- 
gency. The word to nurses is that the nursing branch 

of the service is one that is vital to the success of 
the National Defense Program. The nurse examina- 
tions open the way to an opportunity to render 


patriotic service, and at the same time to serve in 


interesting and satisfying work. There is an oppor- 
tunity for advancement, and the Government provides 
for retirement for superannuation or disability. 


A large staff of nurses is employed regularly in 
the civil service—principally in the United States 
Public Health Service, the Indian Service, and the 
Veterans’ Administration. They serve in hospitals 
and other medical centers throughout the United 
States and in the Panama Canal Zone and Alaska. 
Public health nurses carry on field work of com- 
munity-health care and education, giving home care 
to the sick, class work in home hygiene, ete., princi- 
pally in the Indian Service and the United States 
Public Health Service. In the more remote regions 
these nurses render first aid, and they even give 
emergency medical treatment in the absence of a 
doctor. There has been an increased demand for 
public health nurses under the United States Public 
Health Service in extra-cantonment zones and where 
large defense industries are located. 


DOGS RELEASED 
FROM QUARANTINE 


The California State Board of Public Health on 
May 25th, recinded_a quarantine order of February 
23, 1940, modified February 23, 1940, and August 31, 
1940, against all dogs and cats within those desig- 
nated boundaries of the City and County of San 
Francisco described in the above quarantine order 
issued for the control of rabies. 


TRICHINOSIS SURVEY 


The trichinosis suvey undertaken by the State. 
Department of Public Health was continued during» 


April in Mendocino, Los Angeles, Kern, Fresno, 
Ventura, Alameda, and other counties of the State. 
A total of 619 specimens was examined for trichinosis 
during the month, five of which were determined 


trichinous. More than 60 ranches were visited 


during the month. 


| CARDIAC SURVEY | 
The cardiac survey conducted by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health was carried on in Lassen 
County during April. Since the survey started in 
October of 1940, 1,124 school children in Eureka were 
examined, 741 -in Redlands and in Susanville, 
approximately 500 have been examined. The number 


of organic lesions discovered is low. In fact, some 


of those examined give histories of rheumatic infec- 
tions without sions of heart disease. 


MIGRATORY SURVEY 
During February and March the migratory agri- 


eultural survey conducted by this department was 
carried on in Imperial and Kern counties. Two 


hundred sixty-eight smallpox vaccinations were 
administered and 1,382 inoculations against typhoid 
fever were given. In addition, 4388 inoculations 


against diphtheria were administered. There were 


also 183 skin tests for tuberculosis and 49 specimens 


were taken for Wasserman tests.
